Washington—Senator Borah's reso- 


lution, asking that the life of the gen- 
eral claims convention be expended by 
the mutual consent 
of the Mexican 


"and American governments is a sig- 


nificant step forward in the controv- 
ersy over confiscation of oil lands. It 
is unusual for the legislative branch of 
the government to ask the chief ex- 
ecutive to continue a treaty as negoti- 
ations usually are initiated by the de- 
partment of state without regard to 
the advice of the senate. But the gen- 
eral claims convention would expire in 
-August when congress is not in ses- 
sion. 


The Borah resolution, 
•which 
has 


been favorably reported to the senate 
by the foreign relations committee, is 
a. sort of advance consent to remove 
all doubt as to the attitude of the sen- 
ate, which ratified the original claims 
convention. The agreement indicated 
that an extension would have to be by 
joint agreement. Usually an exchange 
of notes is sufficient but in order that 
there might not be any legal disputes 
as to the binding character of the 
claims convention, the senate is asked 
to agree in advance to the proposal. 


.RECOGNIZES UTILITY 


'The -tact that Senator Borah, who 


has been championing the'cause of ^ar- 
bitration;-has'asked." that^the, commis- 
sion -be. cohtlnuedImeans'rfhat/he:'h"as 
recognized its utility as a means-of 
settling/the oil disputes, for the com- 
mission .can* rule ori ^all claims that 
arise under the Mexican constitution 
or the laws of Mexico. 


If Mr. Coolidge or Mr. Kellogg had 


asked for the continuance of the com- 
mission at this time the move might 
have been constructed as a.weakening 
in the position taken by the executive 
branch of the government here, for the 
American government is really wait- 
ing for Mexico to change .'its policy 
without regard to the long-drawn out 
process involved in submitting claims 
to the commission. Also no agreement 
has been reached'as to what will hap- 
pen to the American properties during 
the period they are engaged in litiga- 
tion. Some temporary working 
ar- 


rangement is desired which would 
safeguard the oil wells while the legal 
phases are being threshed out. 


Secretary Kellogg's memorandum to 


the senate in compliance with the re- 
quest for data continued in the senate 
resolution reveals that the American 
government is standing pat on the 
contentions advanced under the Wil- 
son 
and 
Harding 
administrations, 


namely, that American citizens were 
invited to Mexico and given 
specific 


rights under Mexican laws with a 
guarantee that their properties would 
not be taken away from them without 
indemnification. On this broad prin- 
ciple of a contract entered into in good 
faith the department of state intends 
to stand until Mexico proposes some 
method of settlement by judicial trib- 
unal which will not"affect the value of 
American rights while the tribunal 
considers the evidence.

Wright the writ of attachment on her 
claim she had loaned her husband 
$35.000, none of which' had been paid, 
and that ?15,000 was due under a sep- 
arate maintenance decree issued by 
the circuit court of Iowa-co, Wiscon- 
sin. The sheriff seized and sold, the 
prints upon issuance of the writ. 


Kennerly claimed he loaned Wright, 


a life-long friend, $25,000 on Nov. 12, 
1925, receiving the prints as security.

Several of the milkmen pro- 
pose to use bottlcs^bcaring names oth- 
er than their'own "in spite _of ttie fact 
that] they ha\e been warned by rep- 
resentatives' of ftho 'state dairy- depart- 
ment that this practice is -a violation 
of the state branding law. 
.' The defiant milkmen state that they 
have been' advised by their attorney 
that this would not be a violation of 
the state law. The only practice that 
will be discontinued is that of using 
bottles labeled "Pastuerlzed Milk", to 
carry raw. milk. 
According to Mr. 


Gcrlach. about half ot the 20- men 
at the meeting Thursday night, agreed 
to comply'with the law but the other 
half probably will continue as before 
the warning was issued.

Mussolini's scheme for stabilizing his 


country included deflation and revalua- 
tion, and. he has prosecuted this program 
•with amazing vigor and even more amaz- 
ing results. As a financier he is clever and 
resourceful. When he took over the reins 
in Italy, that country was on the verge of 
bankruptcy. Under his tutelage and direc- 
•tion it has steadily advanced: 


All along the line experts of " various 


kinds have disagreed with him. Financial 
men say he is wrong, government experts 
say he is wrong, exponents of democracy 
say he is wrong, yet his methods have 
thus far succeeded, and he brings order 
out of chaos in a remarkable manner. 


We cannot close our eyes to the fact 


that 'Mussolini is getting somewhere in 
reviving-his country and restoring her to 
herald position among the nations. • Pe- 
culiar and perilous as are his - methods, 
they have produced notable results.

LETS NOT QUARREL, 


Why so dogmatic, asks Frances A. B.. who goes 


on with a Ions letter which she would like to see 
in print. I have room for only the main points: 


It has been frankly admitted that medical 


science is not an exact science but is constant- 
ly in experiment and what is "true"! and herald- 
ed today as a revelation is discarded tomorrow 
as a mistaken theory or quietly interred. 
Medical science is as exact as any other science. 


Can you name any other living science which is> 
not open to the same criticisms you make against 
medical science? Or any art or profession? 


I quote from "How to Eat—a Cure for 


Xerves" by Dr. Thomas Clark Hinkle, of \\liich 
Dr. Alfred ilcCann says: "it should be eaten 
into marble in letters of sulphuric acid and set 
tip before the Kates of every American city." 
• • . This is the quotation: 


"It is perfectly absurd to say as some phy- 


sicians still continue to say, that no poisonous 
matter is e\er absorbed in the inthcstinal tract. 
Give a child something that causes intestinal in- 
digestion and sec how quickly he has a rise in 
temperature. This fever is a direct result of the 
poisons absorbed in the. intestines. In the case 
of a nervous adult, however, this poison does 
not as often result in fever as it does in a hor- 
rible mental depression and a complete inability 
to perform any sort of work." 
If Alfred McCann is entitled to be called "doctor, 


then I should be called queen of the JIay. What 
McCann may think or say about the matter is of 
no consequence. 
What Dr. Hinkle says, if you 


quote him correctly, is, to my mind, veritable clap- 
trap. In the first place, he fails to divulffe the iden- 
tity of the physicians he says believe that no poison- 
ous matter is ever, absorbed in the intestinal tract. 
I doubt that anv physician believes that. In the 
next place, he fails to identify th esubstanre which 
will cause "intestinal 
indigestion"—whatever that 


may be. Of course it is Just as well to leave that 
in "the air in an argument, of this kind. Jfext, he 
dogmatically asserts that this (hypothetical) fever 
which has been caused by "something" is a direct 
result of the poisons absorbed in the intestines. 
Then he dishes out some more dogma, hot dogma, 
this time, about the "horrible menial depression" 
of_the nervous adult—whatever that may mean— 
and the "complete inability to perform any work." 
This final crack will delight the neurotics who want 
to-live without working Tout haven't sufficient wit 
to accomplish the feat. It offers them a \\ay of 
escape, a funkhole to hide in when some particularly 
unattractive work is to be avoided. 


Another 
axiom out of the experience: "A 


man's either a fool or a doctor at 40!" 
Very good. I'm a doctor, at forty-odd.'What are 
you? 


Individuals differ and it behooves each intel- 


ligent individual to study his own reactions, to 
bodily experiences and experiments,—common 
sense being the eternal guide—and using ever 
the God given servants-of humanity: Reason, 
understanding and will. 
\ 


To be sure, individuals differ a lot. but all the 


rest of it is questionable. Very few individuals are 
capable of studying their own reactions and bodily 
experiences and experiments. If they attempt it 
they are likely to learn, after a time, the truth of 
the axiom you just cited, about a man being a fool 
or a doctor at 40. Common sense more often mis- 
leads those who believe they are following it. Un- 
common sense is a bezter Jtuide, 
The evidently 


strong: impression made upon your mind by the 
claptrap of Dr. Hinkle and the observations of Mr. 
McCann well illustrate the harm that comes from 
attempting to use reason and understanding with- 
out having knowledge to base them on. As for will, 
it seems to bi -.^c will to believe whatever plaus- 
ible hokum happens to suit your own notions.

LEW SARETT VS. LONGFELLOW 
I happened to make the somewhat 
nconsiderate statement in a public 
ddress recently that in my opinion 


i Sarett is a greater poet than 


ongfellow. Sarett's'poems about the 
ndians were under discussion and it 
as natural to contrast him with an 
Ider poet \iho had treated the same 
icme. 
Such comparisons however 


re at best rather unprofitable bc- 
ause there is no absolutely fauro way 
' proving one's point; they arc there- 
ore not to be taken with the deadly 
eriousness with which they are some- 
mes met. 
In this case my assertion was chal- 


enged ' afterward, 
and 
curiously 


nough by someone who had not read 
arett. But she had read and loved 
jongfellow for more than halCa cen- 
ury and it seemed incredible to her 
lat a young fellow like Sacett could 
ven be mentioned in the same bieath 
•ith the noble srey poet of the great 


Bngland period. 
"Why," she 


rgued, "Sarett can't be much over 
5!" 
I have of course no quarrel with 
arett, as this -\\oman did, but her 
eason for preferring the New Eng- 
and poet is quite as amusing as rea- 
ons for literary likes and dislikes oit- 
n arc. Very evidently she thought 


Longfellow as a dignified old man 


f about 60, with a long silken white 
card, a noble forehead, eyes that i\ere 
ull of the experience of years.

joet in short who was mature. 


But the fact is that Longfellow 


wrote a great many of his best Know n 
joems when ho was just such a young 
ellow as Lew Sarett. It was true, his 
ndian poems came a little later—only 
a very little later however—but a 
great many of the poems that are now 


ousehold favorites were written when 
ie was only a little more than a boy. 
3outbless if some one at that time 
ad given it as his opinion that Long- 
ellow was a greater poet than Leigh 
Hunt or Robert Southey, contempor- 
iries of Keats and Shelley, he would 
lave been challenged. Weren't Hunt 
and Southey old poets and Longfellow 
a young one? 


A great many literary judgments 


are not genuinely s>uch but compounds 
of memories of childhood emotions, 
awe for what is far away in time and 
space, pronouncements of a preceding 
generation. 
It is assumed 
that a 


Longfellow "must have been a great- 
er poet tha» a young singer of the 
present: first because he was mature 
n years, although prosaic biography 
shows that ho was as youthful as the 


)oet of the present when he wrote 
many of his best things; second, be- 
cause he lived in Mew England, while 
such a poet as Sarett lives here among 
us—in Illinois and "Wisconsin. It is 
the 
very familiar notion' that only- 


someone from far away can be great. 


It is almost impossible for the aver- 
0 pei son to believe that the- boy 


ivent to school with, the one he gave 
i bloody nose in a fight, can possibly 
be a great poet. He preferably sees 
some such state ncnt about him in a 
nagazino and he smiles secretly. "Why, 
t is ridiculous, comparing Bill Jones, 
the boy he used to go swimming with 
ind the legs of whose undergarments 
IP used to tie in knots at the swim- 
minghole, with Longfellow or Tenny- 
son or some other great poet. 
[t is also impossible for people to be-

They 
nstinctively reject such a notion and 
when they are reading his stuff they 
unconsciously look for 
weaknesses, 


piooft> that will show that ho is not

thing that many of the world's great- 
est poets have never ac'iieved. Shake- 
speare was not a world poet to the 
MlUigcis of Stratford; he was the boy 
uho poached on a rich man's estate 
and whose marriage had been slightly 
disgraceful. 


And there is one other element in 


the situation. It is very hard for 
the average person to believe that 
great literature can be written at pres 
ent. There have always been literary 
giants in tho past but the present is 
degenerate—until it in turn becomes 
the past.
